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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-11, 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not provide any basis 
for the heat producing circuit board; the specification provides on few occasions (see 
Page 2, lines 6-7; Page 4, lines 9-10; Page 5, lines 9-10) that heat is produced by heat 
sources such as CPU mounted on the circuit board. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 1-11, 13-20 are rejected, as best understood, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Hajicek et al. in view of Katchmar. 
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Hajicek discloses the heat dissipation device and method for an electronic apparatus 
comprising a circuit board 12 mounted in a housing 48, a heat sink plate 26 having a 
bottom face rested on a surface of the housing 48, a heat conductive plate 22 having a 
bottom face rested on a top face of the heat sink plate 26 and the top face rested on a 
bottom face of the circuit board 12; a heat sink material 24 placed between the top face 
of the heat sink plate 26 and the bottom face of the heat conductive plate 22. Hajicek 
discloses the claimed invention except having heat generated by heat generating 
components being transferred through the circuit board from its top surface to the 
bottom surface. Katchmar discloses the circuit board cooling arrangement where heat is 
conducted from the top surface to the bottom surface of the circuit board. It would have 
been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to have heat transferred as disclosed by Katchmar for the device disclosed by 
Hajicek as to provide cooling for the components that are disposed on top of the circuit 
board. 

With respect to claims 2-6, 10, 16-20, Hajicek discloses the claimed invention except 
for materials for the housing, the heat sink plate and the heat sink material. The heat 
conductive rubber, copper, aluminum and silver are known for its good heat conduction 
and widely used in the industry. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to use heat conductive rubber, copper, 
aluminum or silver and the heat sink paste, since it has been held to be within the 
general skill of a worker in the art to select a known material on the basis of its suitability 
for the intended use as a matter of obvious design choice. In re Leshin, 125 USPQ 416. 
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With respect to claims 7, 8, 13 and 14, Hajicek discloses the claimed invention except 
the heat sink material provided between the housing and the bottom surface of the heat 
sink. 

Katchmar shows the heat sink material such as gel or paste provided on both sides of 
the heat-conducting element 42 (col. 6, lines 51-54). It would have been obvious to one 
having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to place the heat 
conducting material on both sides of the heat sink plate as disclosed by Katchmar in the 
structure disclosed by Hajicek et al. for reliable heat transfer between two elements.
